TWO FATAL ACCIDENTS! 


one Hundred Injured by tbe Fall of 
a Cburch Floor—SeTeral Ijlves 
Xiont in a Collision. 


THE "Flying Scotchman" has been 
beaten by the "West Coast Flyer," says 
a recent London letter. 
When the 
London & Northwestern, or West Coast 
Express, ran into Edinburgh station it 
broke all previous records on high rail- 
load speed, not only for • England but 
in the railway world in gMieral. It 
was the first day of the great 400-mile 
race between two of the biggest Eng- 
lish companies, and the faster train of 
the two traversed the greater part of 
that distance at a speed of a mile a 
minute. 
The entire distance covered 
was 400 miles, and the actual time, ex- 
cluding stops, was seven hours and 
twenty-five minutes, an average of 
fifty-three and 
fifty-three-eighty-ninths 
miles per hour. 
This has never been 
approached before for so long a run. 
The fastest continuous record in Eng- 
land hitherto was that of the special 
train which took the Prince of Wales 
from Liverpool to London—200 miles— 
in three hours and fifty-nine minutes, 
an average slightly over 
fifty-seven 
miles. 
Despite the fearful speed, the 
journey was not at all uni)leasant. The 
jostling and lateral motion seemed no 
greater than when going at ordinary 
speed. 
The sight from the windows 
was unusual, hoAvever. 
Trains coming 
at full speed from the opposite direc- 
tion went by with a crash like a volley 
of musketry, and were indistinguisha- 
ble, brown-colored masses, seen only 
for a moment. 


A short tunnel was like a gas jet, sud- 
denly extinguished and suddenly re- 
lighted, the eye not having time to ac- 
custom itself to tlie darkness. 
Long 
tunnels were passed through with a 
booming roar and a continuous shower 
of sparks. 
Against the blackness it 
was quite like an effect in fireMorks. 
There was no more danger in the trip 
than in one at the ordinary speed, and 
the only notit-ealde difference was a 
Blight shakiness of the legs' upon get- 
ting out.

— O v e r 100 p e o - 
ple injured is the record of an accident 
which took place yesterday afternoon 
during the ceremonies attending the 
laying of the comer stone of the new 
St. Maiy's Polish Catholic church in 
this city. Probably 7,000 people gather- 
ed at the site of the church in the after- 
noon to witness the ceremonies, about 
1,000 of whom were crowded on a tem- 
porary floor laid in the joists and walls 
of the edifice, which had been carried up 
one story. Archbishop Byan, of Phila- 
delphia, personally conducted the cere- 
monies. After the comer stone had 
been laid Father Libichi, pastor of the 
congregation, arose to speak, and had 
scarcely commenced his remarks when 
the newly constmcted walls gave way 
and one-fourth of the floor fell with an 
awful crash, precipitating 200 people to 
the ground, a distance of fifteen to 
seventeen feet. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The Cincinnati 
and St. Louis express, which left the 
Baltimore and Ohio station in this city 
Saturday night, collided wth an east- 
bouud freight from Martinsburg, W. 
Va., near Dickerson, killing three train 
men and iujuiing six others. By almost 
a miracle the passengei-s all escaped un- 
injured. Just as the two trains were 
coming together the engineers and fire- 
men jumped and escaped, and when the 
engines locked horns a terrible wi-eck 
followed, and the debris of cars, etc., 
were scattered around in every direction. 
The accident was due to a mistake on 
the part of the freight men.

E d i t o r E. Zimmerman, of the Valpa- 
raiso Mefisenger, and postmaster at that 
place, writes The Sentinel to say that 
the telegi-ams to the Chicago 
Tribune 
and Inter-Ocmn 
stating that he had 
changed his politics, is a deliberate and 
malicious falsehood.

IS T H I S T A R I F F TOO H I » I I ? 
That is the practical question in this 
campaign. 
We do not decide whether 
or not we will have free trade. 
Free 
trade is in no way involved in the 
present controversy; it is. in the words 
of President Cleveland, absolutely irrele- 
vant t<} it—has nothing to do with it. 
The question before us—and the only 
question—is: Is the present tariff too 
high ? If it is, we must vote for Cleve- 
land, and a reduction. 
If not, we must 
vote for Hanison and the tariif as it 
stands to-day in all its essential features. 


In spite of all the discussion, tliere 
are probably a gi-eat many people who 
don't know how outrageously the tariff 
taxes them. 
If every voter in the coun- 
try did know this, the result of the elec- 
tion would be, to quote Mr. Blaine, '"al- 
most a political revolution." 


Be it known then that there are 150 
articles of prime necessity which are 
taxed by this tariff aU the way from 50 
to 190 per cent. 
To be more specific : 
Castor oil is taxed 190 per cent. ; com- 
mon window glass over 24x30 inches, 
100 per cent. ; horseshoe nails, 104 per 
cent. ; second clothing wool, 119 iier 
cent. ; copi)ei-a8, 94 per cent. ; common 
window gla«8, 16x24 inches, 93 per 
cent. ; woolen manufactures not costing 
over 80 cents a pound abroad, 90 per 
cent. ; woolen shawls costing 67J («nts 
pound abroad, 87 per cent. ; bleached 
cotton cloth, costing 5 cents a square 
yard, 70 per cent. ; washed clothing, 
wool, 75 per cent. ; woolen blankets 
from, 68 to 73 per cent., tlie cheapest 
blankets paying the highest tax ; flan- 
uels, from 66 to 72 per «6&t. ; woollen 


hoBiery, 60 to 70 per oent., ilie cheapest 
article, as usual, paying the Ughest 
rate; plain white crockery, 55 per cent.; 
knives and razors, 50^ per cent. ; files 
and rasps, from 52 to 58 per cent.; com- 
mon druggets, 72 per cent., and, 
con- 
trast, Wilton, velvet, and Brussels car- 
pets, 55 to 59 per cent. 


That will do for a sample. 
Is not the 
tariff high enough? Could anything be 
more eloquent than the above figures? 
Yet when we ask for bread, the great 
republican p^irty proposes to give us a 
stone. 
We don't ask for much bread 
either—only a little bit. 


What do the American people propose 
to do about it? 
Will they surrender 
themselves, bound hand and foot, to the 
monopolists? Are they in love with the 
trusts and combines which are devour- 
ing their substance? 
Have they foi^ot- 
ten how to maintain their rights? Will 
they go to Mr. Carnegie who makes 
$1,500,000 in some years out of the tariff, 
and who lives in this cotmfety, but who 
vo^s in England, to find out what is 
American? 


If so let them vote for Mr. Harrison 
and free cigarettes.

From the Chicago Times. 


It has been said of Hon. Hugh ]\}c- 
CuUoch that "he was the only secretary 
of the treasury, under republican ainin- 
istration at least, who brought to the 
management of the national iinances the 
practical experience of a 
financier." 
He had been for some years at the head 
of the old State bank of Indiana—a bank 
noted, even in the worst of days, for its 
solvency—when 
President 
Lincoln 
called liim, in 1863, to organize the new 
system of national banks. 
From comp- 
troller of currency Mr. Lincoln ad- 
vanced him, in March, 1865, to secretary 
of the treasury, and so continued until 
the accession of President Grant in 
1869. 
After some years of retu-ement, 
President Arthur called him to again as- 
sume the treasury iJortfolio, in Novem- 
ber, 1884, for the remaining months of 
the administration. This expression of 
public confidence in this appointment 
by President Arthur are a full testi- 
monial to the worth of the man. 


Mr. McCulloch is now seventy-eight 
of age and lives on a farm six miles 
north of Washington in Maryland. 
As 
one who has seen historic times in the 
United States and who has contributed 
not a little to the histoiy of the period 
in which he was called to act, he has 
very naturally been moved to write of 
the "Men and Measures of Half a Cen- 
tury;" and a volume of 540 pages with 
that title is about to be issued from the 
press of Charles Scribner's Sons. 
From 
its preface the Times selects the follow- 
ing, written a year ago, but highly ap- 
jjlicable to the present situation. 
Mr. 
McCulloch says: - 


I have said something about the taiiff, 
because it is a subject that has always 
been interesting to mo and because 
involves questions of the highest im- 
portance to the country. 
The United 
States is far in the lead of all nations in 
the enterprise, the industry, and versa- 
tive intelligence of the major part of its 
liojmlation; with coal and iron in close 
proximity and in inexliaustible supply 
with the finest and most extensive cot- 
ton fields in the world; with fertile 
lands enough for the homes of hundred.s 
of millions of people; with manufactor- 
ies of almost all descriptions weU estab- 
lished and skillfully managed; with un- 
equaled commercial facilities and with 
abundant capital and cheap money 
That such a country should need pro- 
tection in its home markets against thf 
competition of nations thousands of 
miles distant to a greater extent than 
would be afforded by a revenue tariff is 
a 
conclusion 
that 
I 
have 
been 
unable to reach, strong as has been 
and 
is 
my 
attachment 
to 
the 
party of whose economical—^perhaps 
ought to say political—policy protection 
is the corner stone. 
On the contrary, 
my conclusion has been that what was 
needed by our manufacturers (to say 
nothing about our fanners, whose wants 
are becoming painfully pressing), and 
will become more and more needed as 
their productive power increases, was 
wider markets for their manufactured 
goods, the very markets of which they 
have, to a large extent, been deprived by 
the measures that have been thought 
necessary to secure for them the confrol 
of the markets at home. 
Inactive as 
most of our mills are (very few are be- 
ing worked up to their full capacity), 
there is still overproduction, and manu- 
facturers are combining to limit sup- 
plies and maintain high prices at the 
cost of consumers. 
Combinations for 
the.se purposes are the necessary out- 
growth of our protective tariff and they 
will exist until import duties are levied 
for revenue only and as largely as may 
be jjracticable upon luxuries. 


In our zeal to sustain home industry 
we havti overlooked the importance of 
foreign markets, which can not be oiien 
to us as long as we subject their produc- 
tions to pay very high duties. 
Of the 
immense South American trade, which 
we ought to control if wisdom had pre- 
vailed in our national councils, very lit- 
tle is left to us except that with Brazil, 
and that would be carried on with much 
difficulty if the European demand for 
our cereals and cotton should be ser- 
iously reduced. We buy of Brazil chiefly 
coffee, to the amount in round numbers 
of fifty millions of dollars, and sell to 
her chiefly lumber and flour to the 
amount of ten millions. 
The residting 
balance we pay by what we send to 
Europe, the laiger part of which goes to 
Engljind, against which our protective 
tariff is mainly aimed. 
Our trade with 
China and Japan is of the same one- 
sided character, and we continue the 
trade with these nations, one-sided as 
it is, because tea and coffee are articles 
which we must have and can not pro- 
duce. 
It is to England, which takes 
our wheat and flour and cotton and oth- 
er articles free from duties, that we are 
very largely indebted for the means tt) 
pay the balances due to the countries I 
have named, and to other countrie.s in 
om- unequal trade with them. 
England 
buys 
our breadstuff» 
because 
«he 


can 
not 
prodnoe 
what 
she 
needs, 
and 
she 
will 
continue to 
buy as long as she can b ^ of us cheaper 
than she can buy of Russia and no 
longer. 
As long as we maintain a tariff 
to protect our own manufacturers we 
can have no reliable interest in inter- 
national trade. 
Those who expect that 
our lost South American trade can be 
recovered or that profitable trade with 
other nations can be established as long 
as we maintain a tariff which is against 
manj[ important articles substantially 
prohibitory are expecting what wiU 
never be realized. 
The British manu- 
facturers would be glad if they could 
have tree trade with the United States, 
not because they can make goods at less 
cost than they can be made by United 
States manufacturers, but because they 
are willing to work at less profit. 
This 
firee trade they know they can not have, 
because they know that the United 
States government is to be mainly sup- 
ported, as it always has been, by import 
duties. 
They would be quite content 
if they were sure that our protective 
laws would be continued, so that they 
wotild never have to meet the competi- 
tion of United States manufacturers in 
the markets which they now substan- 
t i ^ y control. 


That the reduction of duties to the 
revenue standard would affect injurious- 
ly mechanical and manufacturing labor 
in the United States is not believed by 
many who have carefully and disinter- 
estedly considered the subject. 
High 
duties'are prejudicial to the laboring 
ing 
classes 
¡¡by 
increasing 
the 
cost of goods with which they must be 
supplied. 
Wages are now higher in the 
United States than in other countries, 
but so is the expense of living. 
Steady 
employment is becoming as uncertain in 
the United States as in Europe, and 
strikes are more frequent and ¡jei-.'^istcnt 
here than in any other country. 
There 
has never been 
so much discontent 
among manufacturing laborers in tlie 
United States as there is now, ^vlu'n 
tection, in the opinion of its fiicnds, is 
doing its perfect work; w]ien tlic (luties 
on many articles are equal t<» iltc tnut of 
the labor in producing similju- ¡atides 
by our own manufacturers. 
Wages de- 
pend 
upon 
demand 
and 
sup- 
ply, 
and 
they 
will 
steadily 
de- 
cline 
in 
the 
United 
States 
in 
consequence of the foreign imniigration. 
Humane considerations are not apt to in- 
fluence the action of business men. 
There is free trade in labor and our 
manufacturers will emjjloy if they do 
not import cheap laborers from the 
other side of the Atlantic until wages 
approach pretty near to the European 
standard. 
The outlook for liiVioress in 
the 
manufacturing 
districts of the 
United States if no check is put upon 
immigration and no new markets are 
opened for our manufactured goods is 
the reverse of encouragement. 
With 
due respect for the opinions of protec- 
tionists I cannot see how the country 
can continue to be highly prosjierous 
and peace and order can be maintained 
in the manufacturing districts without 
the ailmission free from duty of the raw 
materials which are needed by our man- 
ufacturers, nor without a reduction of 
duties upon many articles \\hich are in 
general use. 
The real danger which 
threatens the country, and especially 
the manufacturing interests, is not a re- 
duction of duties to the revenu(i stand- 
ard, btit the necessity which may exi.st 
for so high duties for revenue puri)oses 
as will prevent free inteniatioual ex- 
changes. 


The house in which Edgar Poe wrote 
his celebrated poem, "The Raven," is 
about to be demolished. 
It is situated 
in what is now Eighty-fourth street and 
Tenth avenue, in New York City. Fifty 
years ago the place was entirely in the 
country and surrounded by trees and 
woodland, but now the roeks on the 
oast and west of the old building are 
being quarried away, and the house will 
soon share their fate. 
Once an hour 
at least the foxmdations of the old 
cottage are shaken by an explo.sion of 
dynamite. From the west the miner» are 
almost upon it, and those who are work- 
ing from the other side will probably 
reach the center in a week more. 
At 
present a great many amatuer photog- 
raphers are flocking to the place to take 
photographs of the poet's cottage while 
it yet stands.

The most curious fact in oonnection 
with the TOTid families of Europe, says

is the 
manner in which they hare allied them- 
selves to one another by marriage. So 
closely interwoven are these ties that 
the peace of Europe would be assured

of Edinburgh, through the marriage 
of that prince with the Princess Alex- 
uxdrovna. 


The Prince of Wales is allied to 
nearly half the crowned heads of Europe. 
He is uncle of the Emperor of Ger- 
many; of the Grand Duchess of Bussia, 
wife of the Duke of Edinburgh; of 
Louis rv. of Hesse, widower of his sis- 
ter Alice; of Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein, husband of his sister Helena; 
of the Princess of Waldeck and Pyr- 
mont, widow of his deceased brother 
the Duke of Albany; of Prince Henry, 
of Battenburg, husband of the Princess 
Beatrice; of the Czar of Bussia; of 
Frederick, heir to the throne of Den- 
mark ; of King George of Greece, and 
his wife, the Princess of Olga of Bussia; 
of the Empress of Bussia by his own 
wife. Princess of Denmark; of tl,e 
Princess Thyra and her husband, the 
Duke of Cumberland, tumbled from 
the throne of Hanover by Bismarck; 
and of the Prince Waldemar of Den- 
mark, and his wife, Princess Mary of 
Orleans. 


The Prince of Wales has seventeen 
brothers-in-law or sisters-in-law, sixteen 
uncles and aunts, fifty-seven cousins, 
and fifty-eight nephews and nieces.

•«The era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the New York Sun uA Til| 
CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period. The papers that give enough reading naMH 
to fill a good volume in each dally issue are going out of favor with many people who have »me other employment te 
>cjr time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels of news. The sheets that give the news systeinallCwIf 
«nd amply, and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead in the great cities." 


Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 
view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it Intelligence was 
transmitted slowly; many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality; ocean mails were long in transit, and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event.

But»after a time the very excess of the 
evil brought the remedy, and there be- 
gan an era of discrimination, during which''' 
arose such journals as the New York Sun' 
and THE CHICAGO DAILY NEWS.

THE "Flying Scotchman" has been 


b«atenby the "West Coast Flyer," says 
a reeent London letter. When the 
London & Northwestern, or West Coast 
Express, ran into Edinburgh station it 
broke all previous record* on high rail- 
Mad (peed, not only for -England bnt 
in th* railway world in general. It 


, was the first day of the great 400-mile 
race between two of the biggest Eng- 
lish companies, and the faster train of 
the two traversed the greater part of 
that distance at a speed of a mile a 
minute. The entire distance covered 
was 400 miles, and th« actual tine, ex- 
cluding stops, was seven honn and 
twentyfive minutes, an average of 
fifty-three and tlfty-throe-eighty-nintha 
miles per hour. This has never been 
approached before for so long a run. 
The fastest continuous record in Eng- 
land hitherto was that of the special 
train which took the Prince of Wales 
from Liverpool to London—200 miles— 
in three hours and fifty-nine minute*, 
an average (lightly over fifty-seven 
mile*. . Despite the fearful speed, the 
journey waa not at all unpleasant. The 
jostling and lateral motion seemed no 
greater than when going at ordinary 
speed. The sight from the windows 
.was unusual, however. Trains coming 
at full speed from tho opposite direc- 
tion went by with a crash like a volley 
of musketry, and were indistinguisha- 


' ble, brown-colored masses, seen only 


for a moment. 


A short tunnel was like a gas jet, sud- 


denly extinguished and suddenly re- 
lighted, the eye not having time to ac- 
custom itself to the darkness. Long 
tunnels were passed through with a 
booming roar and a continuous shower 
of sparks. Against the blackness it 
was quite like an effect in fireworks. 
There was no more danger in the trip 
than hi one at the ordinary speed, and 
the only noticeable difference was a 
slight shakines* .of the legs'upon get- 
ting out.

After some years of retirement, 


President Arthur called him to again as- 
sume the treasury portfolio, in Novem- 
ber, 1884, for the remaining months of 
the administration. This expression of 
public confidence in this appointment 
by President Arthur are a full testi- 
monial to the worth of the man. 


Mr. McCulloch is now seventy, 


of age and lives on a farm six 
north of Washington in Maryland. 
As 


one who has seen historic times in the 
United States and who has contributed 
not a little to the history of the period 
in which he was colled to act, he has 
very naturally been moved to write of 
the "Men and Measures of Half a Cen- 
tury;" and a volume of 640 pages with 
that title is about to be issued from tho 
press of Charles Scribner's Sons.

They would be quite content 
if they were sure that our protective 
laws would be continued, so that they 
would never have to meet the competi- 
tion of United States manufacturers in 
the markets which they now substan- 
tially control. 
That the reduction of duties to the 


revenue standard would affect injurious- 
ly mechanical and manufacturing labor 
in the United States is not believed by 
many who have carefully and disinter- 
estedly considered the subject.

There is free trade in labor and our 
mannfactnrers will employ if they do 
not import cheap laborers from the 
other side of the Atlantic until wages 
approach pretty near to the European 
standard. The outlook for laboress in 
the 
manufacturing 
districts of the 


United States if no check is put upon 
immigration and no new markets are 
opened for our manufactured goods is 
tne reverse of encouragement. 
With 


due respect for the opinions of protec- 
tionists I cannot see how the country 
can continue to be highly prosperous 
and peace and order can be maintained 
in the manufacturing district** without 
the admission free from duty of the raw 
materials which are needed by our man- 
ufacturers, nor without a reduction of 
duties npon many articles vbiuh are in 
general use. The real danger which 
threatens the country, and especially 
the manufacturing interests, is not a re- 
duction of duties to the revenue stand- 
ard, but the necessity which may exist 
for so high duties for revenue purposes 
as will prevent free international ex- 
changes.

It is situated 
in what it now Eighty-fourth street and 
Tenth avenue, in New York City.

Enaland, against which our protective 
tariff is mainly aimed. 
Our trade with 


China and Japan is of the snme one- 
sided cimrncter, and we continue the 
tradc'with those nations, one-sided as 
it is, liecattse tea and coffee are articles 
which we must havo and can not pro- 
duce. It is to England, which takes 
our wheat and flour ana cotton and ntn- 
pr articles free from duties, that we are 
very largely indebted for tho means to 
pay tho balances dun to tho countries I 
iia'vc> named, and to other countries in 
otiv unequal trade with tliem. England

Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it 
Intelligence was
